The Battle of Butler Hill.

3. WISH to present  for

r an ovenrrence which took
place In Plttston on Wednesday night.
In order that we may not be necuged of
coloring the pilefure, we shuall copy it
just as It appeared In that rellable and
accurate paper, the Pittston Guzette:

“About 630 o'clock, the hillgldes In
the vicinity of the Pittgton washery, of
the Butler Coul compiny, commenced
to present an  anlmated appedrance,
Groups of men lolled on the grass and
smoked and talked, 1t was just 7 o'clock
when the plant shut down operations
for the evening and the workmen
started for thelr homes, Flve of themn
took to the Delaware and Hudsan rall-
road and went to the Cork Lane depot.
They passed through the lines of the
girike sympathizers and were not
molested. 1t was different with the
other five, however, Thelr homes were
in this clty, and they took a short cut
acrogs the field surrounding the wash-
ery. When this party reached the Back
Road, every hill emptied its crowd onto
the highwiy, and the five men were
quickly surrounded by a thousand men
and boys,  Queries were addressed to
the men as to whether they intended to
keep at work or not, Recelyving an an-
swer in the nfirmutive, the crowd grew
abusive, and then stoneg commenced to
fly.

“The non-unlon men kept steadily on
their way and publd no atiention to the
gtones that came hurtling through the
dir In thelr divection until the crowd
pressed them too vlogely and ons or two
members of the party were struck, Then
they pulled revolvers and fired in the
#ir. This held the crowd ut bay for a
minute or two, but several took yp the
ery that the eanrtridges wore only blank
and the crowid cloged in onee more, gey-
eral of the mob producing guns them-
gelves, Then the buattle contmenced In
carnest and was fought on the run from
a_ polnt halfway up the back slope of
Butler HilL to o house an suller street,
near the High school bullding, where
the five men ook refuge,

“All through the fight the tive men
were pprticulur to fire high and sSlmply
used thelr revolvers to frighten the
lp'l’lwtl. but it was not 2o on the other
glde, -The mob wag out for vengeance,
and did not care what happened, Stones
welghing o pound or more were hurled
at the men and thoge that had revolvers
shot point blunk ot the little band of
workers struegling (o get away with
thelr Hves,  Luackily the bullets found
no human resting place, due probably
o the faet that the alm wag huerled
whed taken while the mob was on the
run. The throwers had bettep
luck, and wseveral of thelr misslles
Biruck the tleelng men.

A mile of tervitory was easily cov-
ered by the fight, the men fAnally taking
refuge in o house oceupled by o man
named Miller, who, It 15 clnlined, works
at the washery, The mob quickly sure
rounded the house amd stones were
thrown at |t untll windows nnd doors
suffered, but the men managed to es-
eape from the mob by getllng out
through the back yard. Several women
ha children, residents of Butler slreet,
Veho were uttructed to the streels by
the unusuul scengs, hud Jparow . eico pes
fEom the stones that tiled the iir, and
g aindin sisthenob theatened 1o kil

Our Commerce, Past and to Come.

N AN address
evenings ago before the Mani-

fucturers' club of Phlladelphia,

0. P. Austin, chlef of the treas-
ury department burean  of statistics,
aninlyzed informingly the causes of the
wonuderful recent expangion In Ameri-
can commerce and  gave encouraging
predictions as to Its future,

The rapld expansion of the foreign
commerce of the Unlted States, Mr.
Austin guld, I= the notural consequence
of the rapid expansion of production
which followed the great development
In rallway constructlon in the cloging
quarter of the nineteenth century. Fol-
lowing the construction of the trans-
continental lne which was completed
in 1868, came the extenslon of other
lines through the great  Mississippl
vialley anmd the South, and this resulted
In the opening of the great agricul-
tural, forest and minerdal areas whose
natural supplies have made this the
greatest  producing  country  of . the
workl: while the multiplication of rail-
ways facllitated  the assembling of
these nitural productg for use In man-
ufacturing,  As a result, agricultural
production has doubled. and In many
cages more than doubled, and the value
of farm products Increased from less
than two and a half billions of dollars
in 1870 to about 43 billlons In 1900,

In products of manufacture the in-
crense has been even more rapid, The
production of coal, a prime necessity
In manufucturing, grew from 43 million
tons In 1870 to 200 million tons In 1901;
plg lron, from 4 thun 2 millon tons
to over 13 milllons: and steel. from less
than 70,000 tons to over 10 milllon tons,
Meantime the rallways had grown
fromn 52,000 miles in 1570 to practically
200,000 miles at the present time, and
rates for  rvall transportation  hoave
fullen o about one-third the rates of
1870, "The rvesult of all thig |8 that the
United States has become the grentest
exporting nation in the sworld, having
rvlgen from fourth place in 1870 to first
place in 1901, The value of our exports
durlng that time has practically quad-
rupled, the figures having been, In
1870, 291 milllons; In 1001, 1,487 milllon
dollars, Meantime imports have searce-
Iy doubled, the Import figures belng, In
1870, 416 milllons; in 1901, %23 milliong,
the per capita of hmports having fallen
Froon §11.06 to $10.58, while thoge of ax-
ports Inereased from $0.57 to $18.81.

The causes of this wonderful develap-
ment In exports, In Mr, Austin's opin-
fon, wre to be found in the fact that the
United Stutes 18 the world's  largest
producer of the great articles requived
by muan for his dually lite. The chief
requirements of mun are food, clothing,
heat, lHght, -and manufuactures: and of
ull these the United States Lthe
world's  largest  producer, The -prin-
cipal  artlcles of food  are bread-
#Lulrs amd  meats, and of wheat
the United States produces  more
than uny other country, and of corn
more than all  other countries com-
bined; while of meats the Unlted States
Is wl#o the world's largest  producer,
Fopr clothing the artlcle of largest ro-
gulrement Is cotton; and of *"is the
U'nited  Stutes  produces more thiun
three-fourths of the world's  supply.
For heat, coul Is the greatest requlre-
ment, und of this the United Stutes Is
now the world's largest producer und
our supply exceeds that of any other
country: while for light our production
of petroleum furnishes u larger quan-
tity of refined Hluminating oll than that
of any other nation, In manufuctures
the United Biates Is also the world's
layvgest producer, the value of our man-
ufuctures being neurly double that of
the United  Kingdom, and nearly
equal to thut of France, Germany,
and Russia comblined,

This communding
world's commerce 18, In Mr. Austin's
opinion, likely to be rétulned by the
U'nited Btates, The power of produc-
tion shows no signg of abatement,
While we may reasonably expect that
the development of sélence and Inven-
tion and the applicatlon of Ameriean
envegy will still further reduce the voast
of production and transportation, This
high standing of the United Stutes ns
un exporting nation wil, My, Austin
sald, be welcomed by the commercinl
world rather than antagonized, as his
béen Intimuted and feared In certain
guarters, The commerciul world buys
the products of our flelds und factories
becanse It requires them for dally use
and because It can oblain them more
readily and cheaply from . the . United
Stutes than from any other part of the
world, Suggestions of the exclusion of
American products of the field or fac-
Llory seégm scarcely likely, in My, Aus-
tin's opinlon, to be realized. The elect
of the refusal of Europe (0 purchuse
from-the United Biates any of  the
Breat articles of which we furnish so
lurge @ proportion of the world's sup-
ply would be o cause an advance In
the price of theuse arvticles In other
pirts of the world, The United States
supplicy one-fifth of the wheat enter-

dellvered a fow

Ing Into internationnl commerce, thres-
fourths of the cotton, and practically
all of the corn, while our proportion In
the meat gupplies of Europe I8 also
large. To thus eliminate our produc-
tlhon from the world's supply of these
great  articles  of dally  requirement
would be (o couse an advance In the
prices of the Himited supplles which
coulid be obtnined from other parts of
the workl, Henee, In o these noatural
products, 1t may be expected that the
demand  will  continue  Indefinltely,
while the fact that the Unlted States
In 1901 sold to Buarope nlone more man-
ufnctures than she had ever nn:ku
the entire world In any year prior to
1805 shows the progress that Ameriean
monufacturera are making In Hurops,
the great manufacturing center of the
world, *

Turning to the lmport shde, Mr. Aus-
tn gald that it must he expected that
our imports will continue to grow, 1In
the present flseal yeur they will ex-
ceed those of any earlier year in our
history, anid the reagons for continuous
growth nre colneldent with our growth
In manufaetures,  While the United
States I8 the world's greatest producer
In the chlef elements regquired in manu-
facturing, It does not produce cerinin
articles  of tropleal and  subtropleal
growth of which the manufacturers are
requiring constantly  Increasing quan-
titles, such as raw silk, fibers, FEgyp-
tlan cotton, Indla rubber, and muny
other artleles of this chiracter,  Add
to thig the tropleal requirements for
food, such as coffes, cocon, ten  and
such portions of the sugar and tropleal
fruits as are not produced at home,
and it s apparent that the imporia-
tiong must Increase, and  especially
those from the troples, The value of
tropienl and subtropical products im-
ported has grown from 143 million dol-

litrs in 1870 to over 400 millions in 1901,
and the share which they form In our
Imports has grown from H1 per cenl, in
1870 to nearly {0 per cent, in 1901, and
this proportion seems likely to Incrense.
Thiz fact of our growing dependence
upon the troples, indicutes, in Mr Aus-
tin'a opinion, not only that our lmports
must continue to grow, but that the
events of the past four years have been
of Incaleulable advanthge to us in the
fact that they have brought under the
American Hug an aren capable of pro-
ducing u large shave of these tropical
requirements  and  taking an  equal
guantity of our products in exchange
therefor,

mittees act upon the adyvice of President
Mitehell, It f2 proper to trent It as His or-
der,  The calling out of the englnecis,
firemen and pumpmen  is oo powerful
moenns of cocvclon, for it threntens the de-
atruction of  mueh  valuable  property,
Heretofore it has been consldered neces-
siury and vlght that propecty should be
Kept In cgondition, so that the steik-oos
conld et 1o work at will. But this
order, It obeyed by the men, would close
the minex agnlnst them for a long time,
and wholly destroy some of them, unless
the operators should suceeed In employ-
ing non-union men o tike the places of
the strikers. Previous experience tells us
that the nttempt to substitute non-nnlon
for unlon men would lead to acts of vie-
lenee and compel the calllng ont of the
milltla, and that would vesult in the de-
feat of the strikers.  For ln any contliet
that may arise, no matter what Its remote
couse muy be, pulile sympathy will be
with those who are teying to malntain
aw and order.

Besides there is8 a possibility of the
gsoft coul miners not respowding to un
order for n sympathetle strike, and such
i rofusal, wonld work declded oispdvan-
thges to the men wlready out, and might
dislntegrints the unlon.,  The great mi-
Jorlty of the soft coul miners nrva work-
Ing under contiracts with thelr employers
which are to ran untll Aprell 1, 3. The
breaking of such conteaects In order ta
gEo on o sympathetic strike would ¢stah-
lish o dangerous precedent thut would
certainly be used by employvers as a rei-
son for refusing to enter Into them in
the future, If the soft conl men, and
other labor organizations will nid the un-
thraelte strikers fnoanclally it would he
fur better to have them do so than to
have them violate thelr agreements, 'Uhe
honor of the United Mine Waorkeea ls
pledged to those angréeemoents, and that
honor should be held sacred. While cull-
Ing the soft conl men out might (it I8 only
it possibllity nt most). win the pressnt
strike It would uiltimately be a serlous
mlstuke, No contracts could be mase in
the future,
